I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual* 
Report  for  the  year  1960  on  the  Health  and  • 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

There  has  been  a l*urther  increase  in  the 
estimated  population  which  now  stands:  at  'j62l0. 

There  has  been  a rise  in  the  number  of  births  and  a 
fall  in  the  number  of  deaths. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  has  this 
year  ^own  a disturbing  rise  in  the  .incidence  of 
Whooping  Cough.  Like  liphthearia  thi?-  disease  should 
not  occur  if  all  babies  were  immun  in  the  first 
few  months  of  life  and  given  a boo:,  sr  injection 
before  entering  school.  YHioopin^  Cough  is  not  to 
be  taken  lightly.  It  is  a distr  .^>3ing  disease 
which  may  have  serious  con5>lice'  »;h>n3  and  may  cause 
peimanent  lung  demiaga.  It  is  responsibility  of 
all  parents  to  see  tiiat  their  'A-  iidren  are  properly 
protected. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  no-,  tliat  for  tiie  first 
time  there  has  been  no  death  torn  Tuberculosis  and 
tliat  the  number  of  no t if ic a;-  -ions  have  been  going 
down  over  the  last  few  years. 

One  of  the  most  rewar  o.Lng  tasks  is  the  work  being 
done  in  oonnectioo  w^.tii  G.-um  Clearance  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  6 areas  comprising  of  54 
houses  were  confirnied  duiring  the  year.  It  is  the 
duty  now  of  the  Coiuicil  to  provide  suitable  houses 
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as  replacements  . Much  still  remains  to  Le  done  in 
this  fieldo 

On  Housing  generally  the  Council  have  given 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  Flatlets  and  Warden 
Service  for  that  category  of  old  person  who  requires 
a certain  amount  of  sup*,  rvislono  There  is  an  un» 
doubted  need  for  this  in  the  i'TOugho 

The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  West  Heath 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  many  properties  have  now  been 
connected  up®  As  the  Surveyor  points  out  in  his 
' section  of  this  I'eport  the  problem  of  finding 
additional  space  for  controlled  realise  tipping  will 
have  to  be  solved  fairly  soon* 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Town  Clerk 
and  his  staff  for  their  help  and  assistance  readily 
given  at  all  times.  Particularly  I wish  to  thank 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  his  assistant 
and  the  other  members  of  his  staff  without  whose 
co-operation  it  would  be  in^ossible  for  me  to  do  my 
work  adequately.  Tribute  has  beer?  paid  in  this 
report  to  his  contidbution  and  to  t.l  at  from  the 
Borough  Engineer  and  taurveyor.

Despite  a year  of  extremely  bad  weather  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  a very  considerable  increase  in 
the  number  of  total  attendances  in  our  centres 
generally* 
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There  ^ls  no  doubt  that  the  mothers  continue  to 
attend  these  clinics  in  their  ever  increasing 
numbers  because  they  feel  that  the  medical  advice 
and  the  benefits  generally  are  worth  the  effort, 
involved  in  ooming  along. 

As  ht.j  been  rept  itedly  pointed  out  in  pre  rious 
reports  we  are  deling  mtb  liiothers  and  young 
cliildren  who  for  the  main  part  are  not  suffering 
from  diseases  and  are  therefore  in  a good  position 
to  receive  the  benefits  of  Health  Education  and 
guidance.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  considerable 
amount  of  vaccination  and  Immunisation  work  the 
clinics  give  us  the  opportunity  to  carry  out. 

News  was  received  during  the  year  that  the 
County  HeeC-th  Committee  are  to  proceed  sometime  in 
1961  with  the  provision  of  a new  clinic  on  the 
Park  Lane  site,  TMs  too  v/tll  be  a great  benefit 
to  the  town  for  as  can  be  seen  from  tiie  figures  the 
work  here  continues  to  gr>-*w  and  the  present 
premises  although  they  nave  served  us  we.ll  in  a 
tea^xjrary  capacity  are  now  no  long  er  adequate. 

The  present  building  in  Park  Street  v/hich  is  in 
tJie  ownership  of  the  County  Council  would  suit 
very  well  as  Divisional  Health  Offices  for  in 
addition  to  being  able  to  provide  room  for  my 
office  staff  we  could  also  provide  room  for  the 
Mental  Health  Office  and  the  Domestic  Help 
Si5)ervisor. 

During  the  year  a new  maternity  ward  was 
opaned  at  the  V/ar  Memorial  Hospital.  This  means 
that  most  of  the  motliers  requiring  hospital 
confinements  will  now  no  longer  need  to  go  to 
Macclesfield,  The  Matron  at  this  hospital,  wlio 
displays  a oommendable  enthusiasm  in  this  field. 


has  oi^ganized  preparation  classes  separately  for 
her  mothers  due  to  go  into  hospital®  As  we  were 
doi^  the  same  thing  for  our  mothers  due  for  home 
confinements  at  our  olinic  in  Park  Street  it  was 
felt  that  here  was  the  opportunity  for  two  branches 
of  the  Health  Services  to  get  together  to  form  a 
joint  schenKSe  Acoordingly  a nieetir^g  was  arranged 
between  the  hospital,  and  ourselves  for  one 
preparation  class  to  take  place  in  the  hospital  in 
which  oiu:  two  Health  Visitors  would  join  in  with  the 
Physiotherapist  and  give  a oomprehensive  service 
to  all  mothers. 

I am  pleeised  to  report  that  due  tc  the  good™ 
will  and  oo-operat.ion  by  all  concerned  we  now  have  a 
scheme  operating  in  CJongleton  which  could  foim  a 
pattern  for  many  other  districts  to  follow. 

In  all  the  numerous  activities  tnat  take  place 
, in  our  various  clinics  we  are  well  Bu,jport6d  by 
voluntary  helpers  and  I should  like  ^ pay  tribute 
to  all  the  good  work  they  do  and  he  that  they  will 
continue  to  give  us  their  support®

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Pisherias  and  Pood  for  approval « It  waa 
anticipated  in  the  report  that  two  only  of  the  five 
slaughterhouses  would  comply  with  the  Hygiene  and 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations,  by  the 
recommended  date.  During  the  year  two  of  the 
existing  five  licensed  premises  did  not  operate, 
1636  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the 
year  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  and  the  carcases 
and  offal  of  all  animals  killed  were  inspected. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  remained  at 
an  average  similar  to  the  previous  year  up  to  the 
end  of  March,  when  tlie  Tuberculosis  eradication 
scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Pisheries 
and  Pood  became  operative.  The  incidence  of 
animals  affected  decreased  to  an  average  of  one 
case  per  month  for  the  next  three  months  and  from 
September  until  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  only 
one  case. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. 

All  meat  and  offal  condemned  is  sold  to 
Messrs  .Bee  sons  Bros.  Ltd.  of  Crewe,  and  the  firm 
undertake  the  collection  from  the  slaughterhouses 
on  the  Council*  s behalf.
